The prior art of record (i.e.WO 95/32624. WO 99/08513 or Published Canadian 
Application No. 2,259,978) all disclose or fairly suggest apparatuses with at least one 
pump whose speed can be controlled (e.g. a variable speed pump); and all of the prior 
art of record teach or fairly suggest a controller operable connected to the at least one 
pump for pumping some sort of treatment solution (e.g. a cryopreservation solution 
and/or a dilution solution) to a blood component. 

However, the prior art of record all fail to disclose or fairly suggest that the 
controller is configured to dynamically adjust the flow rate of either the 
cryopreservation solution or the dilution solution to reduce the risk of osmolarity 
shock to the blood component.
